AND IT NOW LOOKS LIKE A FIGHT TOA 
FINISH. 


Mrs. R. C. Kerens of St. Louis Starts an 
Outburst for Blaine-Pandemonium 
Reigned for Nearly Half an Hour at the 
Close of a Nominating Speech—Oounter 
Demonstrations for Harrison Create 
Great Oonfusion—How the Lines Are 
Drawn by the Leaders—Delegates 
Worn Out by Work and Watching.

CONVENTION HALL, MINNEAPOLIS, Minon., 
June 10.—Th was every indication this 
morning that the leaders of the Biaine forces 
are still undaunted and that a sharp and bit- 


ter contest between the rival forces is in pros 


pect. When the gray dawn broke over the 
convention early this morning it found the 
leaders of the two great factions of the Re- 
publican party marshaling their forces for 
that decisive contest which was soon to come 
for political supremacy. 

The night had been a sleepless one to near- 
Fall ot those who assume to direct every 
secret conference, every move onthe poliii- 
calchess board. The Harrison people felt 
that if they could hold their own, victory was 
assured;the Blaine people were convinced 
that if the administration’ candidate was to 
be defeated every straggler must be rallied 
and a supreme effort made to break the 
forces of the administration in the States of 
favoritism. 

The effect of the test vote in last night’s 
convention was to imbue the Harrison lead- 
ers with loftier confidence and to convince 
the rank and file ofthe Blame boomers that 
the man from Maine was not to be selected 
with that popular acclaim which had been so 
fervently contemplated. 

All through the night conferences were held 
in different parts of the city, and emissaries 
were dispatches to make a last effort to win 
wavering delegates to one or the other of the 
rival factions. The morning opened with the 
Harrison people still confident and Blaine 
managers none the less determined. Chair- 
man Clarkson said that he had received a 
large number of telegrams this morning from 
prominent men throughout the country who 
had heretofore been urging him to harmon- 
ize the opposition in support of the Presi- 
dent requesting him now to make an effort 
to bring about “a reconciliation of the 
warring factions by a union on some man 
who would be satisfactory to both ele- 
ments. McKinley, Rusk, Reed and Allison 
had all been suggested in those telegrams. 
One effect of last night’s fight was visible on 
ali sides on the opening to-dag, and that was 
that the bitterness of feeling engendered in 
the contests on manifestations of the past 
week had grow®jto fincreased proportions, 
which in a measureexcite the apprehension 
of the more conservative Republicans. 

The Harrison people, of course, were in- 
clined to be considerate, while it isthe rank 
and file of the Blaine forces, who, mourning 

and retusing to be comforted, concluded by 
uttering deflance tothe Administration can- 
didate. Just how lasting this feeling will be, 
of course, no one can say. 

Among the wrathiest ofthe people in Min- 
neapolis to-day were the Harrison members 
of the Kansas delegation. A report was cur- 


. rent that Kansas was leading in a movement 


away from Harrison toathird man, Tite ex- 
asperating part of the report was that it con- 
tained considerable truth. The facts, though 
circulating in an exaggerated form, 
were ,alarming enough. Ten of the 
Kan representatives, an exact 
half of the Sunflower State delega- 
tion, were doing their utmost to cause a dark 
horse stampede, with McKinley as the pro- 
posen best can@idate to unite upon. Dele- 
gate Eugene Ware of Fort Scott, who was a 
leader of the Harrison element, was particu- 
larly sore over the situation. He declared 
that the talk of a Gark horse while having 
been brought up ina meeting of the Kansas 
men, had resulted in no action, half of the 
delegates refusing to remain present if the 
discussion were allowed to proceed. There 
would be no further caucus of the kind, he 
passionatély asserted. 

Mr. H. Ware would not deny that Ingalls

At 10:30a report was circulated, credited to 
John E. Mumolland, one of Platt's New York 
lieutenants, that the anti-administration 
leaders had telegraphed ex-Secretary Blaine 
the situation and asking him for instruc- 

ions. 0 

McKinley appears to be the man most 
looked upon as a compromise condidate. The 
Blaine people have taken particular pains to 
ive out the statement that they propose to 
stand by their candidate and there are indt- 
cations that a strenuous attempt is being 
made to preserve a solid front. Chairman 
Clarkson was seen just before the call to 
orderand asked if it had been definitely de- 
cided to present tne name of Blaine. He sald 
there had been no change of programme, and 
he said Blaine’s name would be formally pre- 
sented, yet another conference was to be 
held at which a definite plan of action would 
be agreed upon. 

however, said he, that 
Blaine’s name will be presented by Foraker 
and probably seconded by Wolcott and 
various others, as heretofore indicated. The 
situation at present is most’ critical and at 
this stage a dark horse could have the nomi- 
nation if the stragglers could unite on the 
right man. 

Massachusetts and New York can name 
the man if they like. Indeed, almost any two 
prominent States can name the man. McKin- 
ley probably could have this nomination if he 
wanted it. As to Sherman I cannot say 
surely, because I think that his position on 
the Chinese and silver questions, and particu- 
larly the recently reiterated views on the lat - 
ter would detract from the support that he 
would receive from the delegates of the West- 
ern and silver States, In the dark horse con- 
tingent there are three prominent names— 
McKinley, Reed and Rusk.’’ 

THE STRUGGLE BEGINS. 

A half an hour before the time set for the 
calling of the convention, the sun came out 
brightly and many handsome equipages, with 
handsome ladies, fashionably, and many of 
them gally attired, are coming across the 
bridge in the vast. procession. The only 
thing lacking to make the scene complete 
was the absence of enthusiasm in the crowds. 
There are very few bands out and the cam- 
paign clubs are not marching with their ban- 
ners. 

The delegates were late in arriving. Not 
more than half of them were in their seats at 
11 o’clock. 

The first distinguished arrival was Senator 
Shelby Mu. Cullom of lllinols. There was no 
demonstration. A few minutes later Uncle 
Dick Thompson of Indiana, che oldest vet- 
eran in the party, who was accorded such an 
ovation last night, came in and there was 
considerable applause. Senator Hiscock 
passed to his seat without any reception from 
the assemblage. 

Chairman McKinley, a little paler even: 
than usual by reason of last night’s vigils, 
entered the hall and took bis seat before one- 
tenth of the delegates took their places. All 
of them showed signs of weariness, and even 
the hopeful Administration men showed 
their enthusiasm in a quiet way, By way of 
consolation to the Blaine supporters the 
band opened the programme with the ‘‘Lost 
Chord, and its sweet, suggestive refrain: 

It may be that only in heavenlI shall hear that 
strain again. 

At 11:37 the convention was called to order. 
Prayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. Wayland 
Hoyt of the First Baptist Church of Minne- 
apolis. 

Senator Warner Miller, who retired ‘‘out- 
side the breastworks’’ when the lights went 
out at midnight, was earlyin his seat this 
morning. Mr, Hiscock was too fatigued to 
rise during the prayer. He was the only 
delegate who remained seated. 

David Martin was announced as National 
Ocmmitteeman from Pennsylvania; R. D. 
Evans from Kentucky and David J. Layton 
from Delaware. 

Consideration of the Oommittee on Ore- 
dentials being resumed, the Chair made the 
gratifying announcement to the convention 
that Senator Quay had authorized him to say 
that no further opposition would be made to 
the adoption of the majority report in the 
Alabama case. The question was then put 


adopted amid cheers. 

This example was followed by those who had 
intended to antagonize the Utah report on 
the Mormon issue. Mr. Cullom, after con- 
sultation with other friends of the adminis 
tration, agreed not to delay the nominations 
by raising a discussion on this question. 
The Chairman asked Mr. Cannon of Utah it 
He 
said he did. The minority report was beaten 
by a decided majority andthe majority re- 
port was adopted. An Oregon delegate 
moved that the delegations from Indian Ter- 
ritory and Alaska be admitted with two votes 
each. 

A motion to refer this matter to the com- 
mittee was made, but Chairman Cogswell of 
the committee got the platform and said that 
his committee was ali ready to report. Then, 
on motion, two delegates each from the 
Indian Territory and Alaska were admitted. 

Mr. Duffield of Michigan asked that the 
Michigan delegation be allowed to retire for 
consultation. 

ALGER’S FATE IN THE BALANCE. 
The chairman announcifg the request said 
that this would not interfere with e pre- 
sentation of names for Presidential ina- 
tion. There was applause, but Mr. Duffield 
stopped it by addressing the chair again and 
giating that the Michigan delegation desired 
that business be suspended until the delega- 
tion returned. The chairman heard no ob- 
jection to this request, the Michigan delega- 
tion retired and the convention proceeded to 
the transaction of some routine business. 7 
An excitea delegate from South Carolina on 
behalf of 125,000 Republicans of Okla homa de- 
manded that the six delegates elected from 
that Territory be accredited their seats in the 
convention. His demand passed unheeded.

At the close of her address the ‘‘owl’’ dele- 
gation of last night set up a plaintive hoot, 
which raised a laugh. One of the Alabama 
delegation, admitting with shame and ltu- 


millation that there was a fight in the dele- 


gation, asked for a poll on the question of the 
election of a national committeeman, and 
was proceeding to wash the soiled linen of 
the delegation in public, bat the chairman 
cut him of by saying, amid laughter. that: 
the convention accorded the Alabama dele- 
gation ‘‘further time to correct their arith- 
metic. 

A resolution was offered with the request 
that it be read. There was objection. 

Then the Chairman impressively an- 
nounced that the next order of business was 
the presentation of names for the nomination 
for President. A great cheer went up 
from the convention. The Chair an- 
nounced that it had been the custom in 
past years to call the roll of the présentation 
of candidates. He asked whether the con- 
vention wished this. There were mingled 
cries of yes“ and no, and the chairman 
deciding that the conventien desired to fol- 
low precedent ordered the roll called. 

BLAINE’S NAME PRESENTED. 

When Colorado was reached Senator Wol- 
cott, rose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman’’— 

There were loud cries of platform and the 
silver Senator ascended the stage and said: 

Mn. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN OF THE CON- 
VENTION~—The Republicans inthe West sometimes 
differ from the Republicans of the East as to what is 
wanted but on this ovcasion there is remarkable 
unanimity between genuine Republicans of the West 
and genuine Republicans. of the East as 
to whom we need and his name is Blaine. 

The dramatic presentation of the name of 
Blaine so unexpected, so decisive, took the 
convention by surprise. There was a dead 
silence fora moment, then the Blaine men 
broke loose and for three minutes the hall 
rang with their cheers, renewed again and 
again. They stood up, waving hats and 
handkerchiefs and fans, When partial silence 
hadat length been restored, Mr. Wolcott 
continued: 

The greatest American now living suffered de- 
feat eight years ago, because the party which he led 
and honored was torn up by discord and because 
fraud triumphed. [(Cheers.] 

We meet to-day to right that wrong. 

We meet to-day to present our uperowned leader 
the pledge of our unswerving devotion and the as- 
surances of victory in November, 

The rest of this sentence was drowned ina 
burst of uncontrollable applause. Wolcott 
resumed: 

It is to us a matter of comparatife in- 
difference who shall be chosen to lead the 
Democratic hosts, but we trust they will 
again renominate their prophet of tariff reform in 
order that we may demonstrate how shorta life 
has slander and calumny, and se that a repentant 
country may repay the wrong of 1864 and that we 
may stamp with the seal of final disapproval the 
policy which could lead only to impoverishment and 
which would bring us into dishogor and contempt 
abroad. 

Manhood and independence are not bartered among 
g00g men for the emoluments ofpublic service. Our 
candidate, Ar. Chairman. has never been President of 
the United States. He will be. [The convention 
broke oat again in cheers.] But it he has never been 
President he bas guided two administrations. 4 

Senator Wolcott then referred to the unton 
of the Latin republics, and then to re- 
ciprocity. The latter allusion was greeted 
with prolonged applause and cheers. Con- 
tinuing the orator said: 

No title can add to or detract from his tame. The 
best gifts of this world are motto those who seek 
them. [The Blaine men cheered. ) 

Mr. Blaine is every man’s candidate but his own. 
He sought everything for his country, and net for 
himself. The record of his 
his country assures his acceptance of any furden his 
country may impose upon him. The fears about his 
health are groundless. His friends would wish him 
young, impetuous again. But experience came only 
with age. He still stands to those who love him the 
embodiment of all 
can statesmanship. 
that he was still 
people an administration that would embrace the 
well being of all the Americas in triamph they 
turned to him, who had lifted the party above the 
teur of defeat. He is the ideal and the inspiration of 
the young Republican. 

There is no true Republican who will not follow 
where he leads and trust that Providence may long 
spare him to the peopie. They pledged their unfal- 
tering loyal support to James G. Blaine. 

Again the Blaine men were on their feet 
cheering and waving flags, handkerchiefs 
and even umbrellas. Some one in the gal- 
leries began the cry of Blaine, Blame, 
James G. Blaine, but the chairman rapped 
for order and the roll call proceeded slowly. 

HARRISON NOMINATED, 

When Indiana was reached there was ap- 
plause which increased ten fold when the 
venerabie R. W. Thompson walked up the 
aisle and took the platform. Standing with a 
fan clutched in both hands Mr. Thompson 
said: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE OONVENTION—I do not in- 
tend to make a speech. I propose to make a nom- 
ination for the Presidency which shall strike a chord 
of sympathy in every true Republica heart. I pro- 
pose to nominate for the Presideacy a man who does 
not seek elevation by the detraction of any other 
great Republican. Ido not propose, however, to de- 
fend his history or his life before this convention 
because that will bedone in words of burning and 
prophetic eloquence which cannot be surpassed in 
any other country lu the world. Therefore in these 
simple words I uomimate to this convention for the 
Presidency of the United States, the warrior and 
statesman, Benjamin Harrison. 

The counter demonstration of the Harrison 
men came with enthusiasm. Fans and um- 
brellas were in the air, delegates stood on 
their seats and the Hon. Fred Douglass waving 
his white hat on top of his cane, led the 
cheering that was sustained for twenty min- 
utes or more. 

The Chairman sat down unt the tumult 
subsided. Then he ordered the roll call con- 
tinued. When Michigan was reached some 
one in the kalleries cried out, ‘‘what’s the 
matter with Alger?’’ but there was only a 
slightlaugh from the convention. Then 
Minnesota was called for and Mr. Eustis took 
the platform to second the nomination of

The fact that Mr. Kerens ig a delegate in- 
structed for Harrison made the incident all 
the more interesting to those in the conven - 
tion Knew It. Big Tom Reed, who sat 
just in ot Mrs, Kerens, took up the 
movement. His face melted into a broad 
grin as he stood up Waving. a silk flag in 
honor of his oldtime enemy. 

All over the convention hall the delegates 
were crying, ‘‘Blaine, Blaine; James 6. 
Blaine. ,Delegates opened their umbrellas 
and waved them aloft. One of them was 
white with Blaine’s Dame in dig black 
letters. The confusion. Was indescribable 
and the noise deafeming. It culminated 
when the band struck up. No one could 
tell what it was playing. Only the beat of 
the base drum could be Beard above the din. 
When the band stopped the cheering dia not. 
Mrs. Kerens’ companion folded her white 
parasol and waved a Silk fag almost over the 
Chairman’s head. It fed the flame of the 
convention’s excitement anew.Tne ‘‘Biaine, 
Blaine, James G. Blame,“ cry broke out 
anew. 

The Blaine men fell inte harmony and the 
cry went up from 5,000 voices as from one, 
while the stamping of feet that accompanied 
it made the big convention hall tremble. 
Again the . band street up and played 
a quick step. An Illinois dele- 
gate standing on his seat and a fan in 
his hand led the chorus of Blaine, Blaine, 
James G. Blaine, on the floor, with both 
arms outstretched ike the lead of a chorus 
in a comic opera. 

After the uproar had jasted almost twenty: 
Ave minutes Chairman McKinley rapped for 
order, but it was no use. For several min-

[DEPEWs’s SPEECH. |} 


When the cheers which followed the speech 
of the colored delegate had subsided, the 
name of New York was called. 

As the courtly Depew arose, 5,000 Harrison 
representatives burst into one mighty cheer. 
Mr. Depew spoke ag follows: 


MR. PRESIDENT AKD GENTLEMEN OF THE CON- 
VENTION-~it is the peculiarity et Republican nationa 
conventions that each ene of them has a distinct and 
interesting history. We are here to meet conditions 
and solve problems which make this gathering not 
only no exception to the rule, but substantially a 
new departure. 

That there shonld be strong ¢onvictions and their 
earbest expression as to preferences and policies is 
characteristie of the rights ol individual judgment 
which is the fundamental prineipie of Kepublican- 
ism. There have been occasions when the result 
was so sure that the délegates could freely indulge in 
the charming privilege ef favoritism and of 
friendship. Bat the « which now con- 
fronts’ us demands the e e of dispassionate 
judgment and our thoug@tana experience. We 
cannet venture on ndor encounter 
abstattes placed in Of success by our- 
seives,. Tue Democratic party de now divided, but 
the hope of the possession ot the power once more 
will make it in the final battle more aggressive, de- 
termined and unscrupulonms than ever. It stands 
with fifteen States secure without an effort, by proc- 
esses which are a travesty upon popular covern- 
met, and if continuea long enough will paraiyze in- 
stitutions founded upon popular suffrage. It has to 
win four more States in a fair fight, States which in 
the vocabulary of politics are denominated doubrfal. 
The Republican party must appeal to the conscience 
and the judgment of the individual voter in every 
State inthe Union. This is in accordance with the 
principles upon which it was founded and the objects 
for which it contends. It has accepted this issue be- 
fore and fought it out withan extraerdinary contin- 
uance of success. 

The conditions of the Republican victories from 
1860 to 1880 were created by Abraham Lincoln and 
Ulysses 8. Grant. They were, that the saved repub- 
lie should be run by ite saviors; that they were the 
emanéipation of the slaves; the reconstructioa of 
the States, the reception of those who had fought to 
destroy the republic back into the fold, without penal- 
tles or punishments, aud to an equal share with those 
who had fought and saved the nation, in the solema 
obligations and inestimable privileges of American 
citizenship, They were.the embodiment into the 
constitution of the principle s for which two millions 
had fought and a Ralf million haddied. They were 
the restoration of pudlie credit, the resumption of 
specie payments aad the prosperous condition of 
solvent business. 

Unexampiled prosperity has crowned wise laws and 
their wise administration. 


The one question which divides us is, To whom 
does the credit of allthis belong? Urators may stand 
upon this platform, more able and more eloquent 
than I, who will paint in more brilliant colors, but 
they cannot putin more earnest thought the affec- 
tion and admiration of Republicans for our distin- 
guished Secretary of State. I yield to no Republican, 
no matter from what State he hails, in admiration 
and respect for John Sherman, for Gov. McKinley, 
for Thomas B. Reed, for lowa’s: great son, for the 
favorites of Illinois, Wisconsin and Michigan. But 
when I am told that the credit for the brilliant 
diplomacy of this administration belongs exclusively 
to the Secretary of State, for the administration 
of finance to the Secretary of the Treasury, for the 
construction of its ships to the Secretary of the 
Navy, for the introduction of American pork in Europe 
to the Secretary of Agriculture, forthe settlement, 
so far as it is settled, of the currency question to 
Senator John Sherman, for the formulation of the 
tariff laws to Gov. McKinley, for the removal of the 
restrictions placed by foreign nations upon the in- 
troduction of American pork to our ministers at 
Paris aad Berlin, I attempted t seriously inquire, 
who during the last four years has been President of 
the United States, anyhow?

confidence by bis public utterances in daily speeches

He still has all these claims, and in addition dh ad- 
ministration. beyond. criticism, and rich with 
the elements of popularity with which to carry New 
York again. 

For twenty-five years there were names with 
which to conjure, and events fresh in the. pubiic 
mind which were eloquent with popular enthusi- 
asm.

The Republican party has always been the cham- 
pion of the oppressed, and recognizes the dignity of 
manhood, irrespective of faith, color or patio ty; 
it sympathizes with the cause of home rule in Ire- 
land, and protests against the persecution of the 
Jews in Russia. 

The ultimate retiance of free, popular government 
is the integrity of the pecpie, and the maintenance 
of freedom among men. 

We therefore declare anew our devotion to liberty 

of thought ana conscience, of speech and press, and 
approve all agencies and instrumentelities which 
contribute to the education of the land; but while 
insisting upon the fullest measure of religious lib- 
erty, we are opposed toany union of church and 
state. We reaflirm our opposition, deciared in the 
Republican platform of 1588, to all combinations of 
capital, organized in trusts or otherwise, to centrol 
arbitrarily the condition of trade among our citi- 
zens. We heartily indorse the action aspen sy taken 
upon this subject, and ask for such further legisle- 
tion as may be required to remedy any defects in 
existing laws, and to render their enforcement more 
complete and effective.’ 

We approve the policy of extending to towns, vil- 
lages and rural commupities the advantages of the 
free deliver) service now enjoyed by the large cities 
of tne country, and reaffirm the declaration ¢on- 
tained in the Republican platform of 1888, pledging 
the treduction of letter postage to 1 cent at the 
earliest possible moment consistent with the main- 
tenance of the Post-Office Department and the high- 
est class of postal service. 

We commend the spirit and evidence of reform in 
the civil service and the wise and consistent enforce- 
ment by the Republican party of the laws regulating 
the came. 

The construction of the Nicaragua canal is of the 
highest importance to the American people, both as 
a measure of national defense and to bild up ana 
maintain American commerce, and it shouid be con- 
trolled by the United States Government. 

We favor the admission of the remaining Terrt- 
tories at the earliest practicable date, havi due 
regard to theinterests of the people of the Terri- 
teries and of the United States. Ailof the Federal 
officers appointed for the Territories shouli be se- 
lected from bona tide residents thereof and the 
right of self-government should be accorded as far 
as practicable. 

We favor cession, subject to the homestead laws, 
of the arid public lands to the States and Territories 
in which they Me under such Congressional restric- 
tions as to disposition, reclamation and oecupancy 
by settlers as will secure the maximum benelis to 
the people. 

The World's Columbian Exposition is a great na- 
tional undertaking, and Congress should promptly 
enact such reasonable legislation in aid thereof as 
will insure a discharging of the expense and obiiga- 
tions incident therete, and the attainments of re- 
sults commensurate with the. dignity and progress 
of the nation 5 

We sympathize with all wise and legitimate ef- 
forts to lessen and prevent the evils of intemperance 
and promote morality. 

Ever mindful of the services and sacrifices of the 
men who saved the life of the nation, we pledge 
anewto the veteran soldiers of the republic a 
watchful care and recognition of their just claims 
upon a greatful people.

ANALYSIS OF THE VOTE. 

One of Mr. Platt’s closest friends this morn- 
ing prepared for circulation among the dele- 
gates the following analysis of last night’s 
votes: Alabama cases, Southern votes for 
Blaine, 97; Southern vote for Harrison, 182. 
Sure Republican States, ⸗Bla ine 267; Harrison, 
184. Doubvtful States—Blaine, 66; Harrison, 
78. The statement goes on to point that 
nearly all of the majority of the vote came 
from the southern States, where the Repub- 
lican party does not secure a single electoral 
vote. The leaders of the anti- Harri 
son movement professed themselves this 
morning as Deing not a whit discouraged. 
Under no circumstances, they say, will they 
giveupthe fight. When the balloting was 
reached and the supporters of Alger, McKin- 
ley, Shermapand Allison were taken from 
the Harrison vote of last night it would seem 
that they (the Blaineltes) practically con- 
trolled the situation. The Blaine vote last 
night or rather early this morning, they say, 
representeda strength that willremain by 
him; and none of which is pledged to any 
candidate, while the vote ofthe opposition 
was made up only of supporters of Harrison, 
but also of all the outside elements. On the 
other band the friends of the Precident count 
upon being from twenty to forty-four votes 
stronger to-day than last night. ; 


When the Harrison forces came off the vic- 
tors iast night their enthusiasm for a brief 
time reminded one of the familiar scenes of 
the great conventions of the party, but this 
was fora few minutes only, and gave place 
to the refiection that the majority was so 
hazardously low that effort must be made to 
prevent mroads upon the Administration 
during the conferences last evening. The 
enthusiasm last night in the Convention 
Vail. taken all in all, was distinctly and pre- 
— . for James G. Blaine. While the 

arrison people appeared to have a 
majority of the delegates, three-fourths 
of the audience in the galertee were 
apparently devoted admirers of the 
Piumed knight, and lost no opportunity 
to demonstrate their admiration. And so 
the Harrtson victory in the pular effect 
was received with but very little enthusiasm, 
and whilethe Blaine leaders after the test 
ballot 1 eared decidedly crest fallen, there 
was no diminution of Blaine enthusiasm from 
the gulleries. The votes in some of the great 
States of the Union, whose weight exert 
such an immense influence upon all political 
conventions, showed what the power of 
organization can do in the councilsof the 
Republican party. 

SOME SURPRISES.

In New York the result of divided leader- 
ship was fully apparent, While forty-five 
voters wong into line under Platt. Fassett 
and Miller inthe cause of the Maine man, 
twenty-seven followed the courtly Depew 
and the persistent Hiscock in support of the 
Administration, 

In Colorado, and indeed all the silver 
States, the voteis solidly cast against the 
Administration. Illinois produced a surprise 
by 1 nineteen votes for Blaine, while 
the Administration people had oniy been con- 
ceding him twelve or thirteen. lowa ful- 
filled the expectation of both sides by voting 
six for minority and twenty-four for the ma- 
jority vote. 

Bleeding Kansas divided her delegates apd

ourbon State of Kentucky supported the 
Administration tn a vote of 20to6. Maryland, 
Fiorida, Indiana, New Mexico and Oklaho- 
ma gave their solid support to the cause of 
the Administration, and Idaho, Maine, New 
Hampshire, Washington and District of Co- 
lumbia were as unanimous in their support 
of the ex-Secretary of state. Michigan, the 
home of Alger, probably divide exactly, as it 
would divide on the presidential ballot, with 
Alger out of the race, 2 for Blaine 
and 8 for Harrison.

SKILLFUL FENCING,

The question 
was called and clamors were made for recog- 
nition from all over the house, The demand 
for the previous question cut off debate and 
the first vote of the convention was taken.

THE LIGHT THAT FAILED. 

At 12:15 o’clock this morning the strange 
sight of a man with alighted lantern gropin 
his way between the seated delegations o 
the Republican National Convention in Con- 
vention Hall was witnessed. The electric 
lights illuminating the vast building had 
fickered out exactiy at midnight just as if 
there had been no national gathering of 
country saviors engaged in the preliminary 
work of nominating a candidate for Presi- 
dent of the United States within the borders 
of the twin cities, The Nght that failed did 
so in the very middle of the roll call of States 
on the motion to substitute the minority for 
the majority report in the Alabama contest 
case. It went out all of a sudden witha 
spiteful hiss and sputteras though its electric 
current sympathized with the current that 
had flowed in vain for J. G. Blaine, through 
his leaders in Minneapolis for a week past as 
its expiring filcker, the hall was left in al- 
most total darkness, only a few wall-bracket 
gas-gnts revealing the giant shadows of the 

ooring and caveruous scene. 

A cry of dismay arose from the 10,000 pe. 
ple presest; a few groans also went up 
towards the ghostly brass band seated in the 
then invisible mid-air band stand, while 
from the upper left hand corner of the gal- 
lery aman witha graveyard voice sent outa 
blood-curdling yell that would have fright- 
ened one of Tam O’Shanter’s witches. he 
next moment in fifty different portions of the 
ball the faint light of matches hastily struck 
gieamed out through the darkness. The 
present damper of such proceedings senta 
chill to every heart, apparentiy. One lighted 
mateh thrown tothe floor might start an in- 
ciplent blaze. A panic would follow, and no 
matter whether or not there is  ! real dan- 
ger from fire the loss ot Ufe in the crush of 
10,000 people which would ensue would be 
bound to appaliing. From eve part of 
the building men’s Voices called out in angry 
tones: Put out those matches, my God! 
Put out those matches!“ and immediately 
after that a formal order was issued from the 
platform to the effect that no matches 
were to be lighted inthe hall. The attempt 
to secure an adjournment owingtothe faul - 
ure of the lights which was put by Chauncey 
M. Depew of New York falled, and tor twen- 
ty-five minutes the convention sat in dark- 
ness. One solitary lamp was a the light 
obtained in the National Committee, and 
around its thin radiance the leaders gathered 
in gloomy silence. At 12:28, however, the 
electric lights were suddenly turned onagain, 
and as the white light fi the building a 
great cheer of relief rose from the delegates 
and spectators, and business was once more 
resumed.

BENJ. HARRISON. | 


SOME FACTS AND PERSONAL CHARAC- 
TERISTICS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Benjamin Harrison was born in the house 
of William Henry Harrison, at North Bend, 
O., Aug. 20, 1833. He was just 7 years old 
when his grandfather was elected President 
in the hard- eider- and - log- cabin! cam- 
paign. The President-elect took the lad on a 
visit to Cinclanati, his first experience in a 
city. The country boy saw a familiar object 
in the apples ona street stand, delightedly 
filled his pockets with them and went on his 
rural way. He was greatly surprised when 
the President-elect had to pay for them, No- 
body charged for a pochetful of apples at 
North Bend, 

His father was John Scott Harrison, who 
was twice a successful candidate forthe suf- 
frages of his fellow-citizens as County Clerk. 
He was a farmer, too, and brought his sons 
upto be farmers. But Ben was taught at 
home, sent tothe district school regularly, 
then to Cary’s Academy near Cincinnati, and 
at 10 was matriculaled in Miami University, 
Oxford, O., where he began to learn rap- 
idly. In January, 1852, he was graduated 
from that institution fourth in a class of six- 
teen. 

A surprising number of Presidents have be- 
gun their livesas country lawyers. They 
generally moved to some big town as soon as 
convenient. Fortwo years Ben“ Harrison 
studied law in the office of Bellamy Storer in 
Cincinnati. Before he was A he had married 
and been admitted to the dar. He was a 
good student. In March, 18s, Mr. Harrison 
settied in Indianapolis, with the small for- 
tune of $800, inherited from the estate of a 
Geceased aunt, Mrs. Gen. Findlay of Cin- 
einnati. He first entered the office 
of John H. Bea, Clerk of the Dis- 
trict Court of the United States, and 
while engaged there was invited by Maj. 
Jonathan W. Gordon toassist in the prose- 
cution of the celebrated Point Lookout’’ 
purglary case, being pitted against Gov. Wal- 
lace, who represented the defense. Gov. Wal- 


lace was impressed with his perseverance 


and energy, and invited him to a partner- 
ship. These qualities have led him to suc- 
cess at the bar, where other more brilliant, 
fascinating and eloquent men have failed of 
his financial reward. 

A friendly pen writes of him in those early 
days: His was not an imposing figure at 
that time. A little slender fellow, with a 
smooth face, a big, tow-white head, no neck 
to speak of, and only the rather incredible 
fact that he bad a wife saved him from being 
mistaken fora schoolboy. He was poor, too, 
and for a long time lived in three rooms ina 
little old house, still standing in Vermont 


Street near Alabamd. Yet he was successful 


almost from the start. One of his earliest 


|} employments was by the Democratic Gov- 


ernor, Joseph A. Wright, in the legislative 
investigation, wherein he displayed much 
ability. Then he was so fortunate as to be 
selected for assistant prosecutor in the 
case ofa woman charged with poisoning a 
man at the old Ray House—a case which ex- 
cited a great deal of public interest. His 
success in that brought him clients, and of 
them he has since had no lack. Indeed, he 
has for ten or fifteen years been one of the 
foremost lawyers in the State, and, now that 
the Hendricks firm is broken up and ex-Sen- 
ator McDonald largely out of the law, he may 
be said, with the possible exception of John 
M. Butler, to stand atthe head of his pro- 
fession in Indiana.’’ 
TALKS WELL WHEN HE WISHES. 

Of this method it was said: In a case at 
law he brings a moral force to bear upon any 
crooked work or concealment that is as pow- 
erful as any skill in handling it. His scorn 
and sarcasm has an ‘ugly honesty’ inttts ex- 
pression that will skin or scalp the victim, 
according to the degree of his culpability. In 
speaking he has a high, shrill voice, unpleas- 
ant to the ear for the first few moments, but 
a great clearness of enunciation soon absorbs 
the sense in the subject. His manner is very 
earnest andatany proper point sweeps on 
like a cavalry gharge. He hasan aggressive 
streak in his nature, as his square, firm jaw 
and the ‘clench’ with which he shuts his 
mouth indicate. He has abundant plucx in 
the use of it, and with an aroused conscience 
ig no respecter of persons. 

During the past four years Mr. Harrigon’s 
reputation as an orator has been vastiy en- 
hanced. He hastalked well both in pudlie 
and private. During the celebrated tour 
which he took throughthe South and to the 
Pacific Coast he made many apt and well- 
rounded speeches, each particulariy pleasing 
to the people to whom it was addressed. 

HOW HARRISON JOINED THE ARMY. 

Brevet Brig.-Gen. Harrison's war record is 
officially given as follows: 

He was commissioned in July, 1862, as Sec- 
ond Lieutenant of Indiana Volunteers; raised 
Company Aof Seventieth Indiana Volunteer 
Infantry, was commissioned Captain, and on 
the organization of the regiment was commis- 
sioned Colonel; im August went with the 
regiment to Kentucky and served until mus- 
tered out in June, 1825; was brevetted Briga- 
dter- General in February, 1865; in October, 
1864, While in the fleld, was re-elected Re- 
porter of the Supreme Court. 

It is saidthat he came to enlist in this in- 
teresting way: In July, 1862, just after a re- 
peated proclamation for troops was issued by 
President Lincoln, Mr. Harrison felt that the 
call was a personal appeal, and it occasioned 
a strong confitct in his breast as to what 
course he should take. He had just obtained 
a fair start in life; he was the holder of a 
comfortable civil ofice—reporter for the Su- 
preme Court—the husband of a 
and father of twolittle children, and the 
owner of a small cottage not more than half 
paid for.

JAMES d. BLAINE. 
—— seme, mae 


The year 1854 found James G. Blaine in 
Augusta, Me. There is no reason to doubt 
that he was impelled to become a resident of 
the Pine Tree State by the importunites of 
his wife. She was a Maine girl. Her relatives 
were living at Augusta—there was every rea- 
son why she desired tobe near them. With 
the aid of his wife's relatives he purchased a 
half interest in the Kennebec Journal. John 
L. Stevens,afterwards United States Ministor 
to Sweden, was at the head of the paper then, 
and he made Blaine his editorial assistant as 
well as partner. The young adventurer’s 
Dark was now fairly launched; the world was 
all before him. 

Nearly twenty years after Prof. Alexan- 
der Gow of Fontanelle, Io., who had been 
his friend and classmate. at college, asked 


Blaine to tell him something of his life since 


they parted. Mr. Blaine in reply sent a let - 
tor His place in the House of Represen- 
tatives.

In 1854, while he was Going editorial work 
on the Kennebec Journal, there was another 
journalist in Augusta destined to take a high 
place in the eyes of the nation. This was 
Melville W. Fuller, now Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. Mr. 
Fuller was then connected with the Augusta 
Age, the leading Democratic paper of central 
Maine. The two men were political rivals, 
Mr. Fuller left 
Augusta for the West shortly after Blaine 
took charge of the Journal, The two men 
afterward referred to this period as being 
the happiest in their lives. 

RICH WHEN HE ENTERED CONGRESS. 

Mr. Blaine was first sent to Congress 
the Kennebec District of Maine in 1862, but, 
of course, he did not enter the House of Rep- 
resentatives until ‘December, 1868. There 
has been fora long time an impression that 
he became possessed ofall his wealth after 
he entered on his Congressional career. It is 
hardly possible to make a greater mistake. 
The man was endowed from his infancy with 
the keenest appreciation of the possibilities 
of wealth as well as its powers, understand- 
ing perfectly as well how money was to be 
made. And he made a great deal of money 
in the years between 1850 and the end of 1868. 

WHAT HIS FIGHT WITH CONKLING COST.

In the course of his second Congressional’ 


term he engaged in an angry personal alter- 
cation with Roscoe Conkling, calling the 
member from New Yorka ‘turkey gobbler.’ 
The estrangement between the two states- 
men which was thus brought about contin- 
ved as long as Mr. Conkling lived. Conkling 
never forgave his hot-blooded adversary for 
the affront, carrying his personal animosity 
even into the politicalarena and up to the 
ballot-box. Had it not been for this 
untoward incident there is no manner 
of doubt that Mr. Blaine 
would have received the Republican 
nomination at Cincinnati in 1876. He might 
have been defeated then, as he was eight 
years later, but in 1884 he failed to carry New 
York, thus being forced to face defeat 
through the personal efforts of the ex-Sena- 
tor’s friends in the counties where they were 
strongest throughout the State. To be sure, 
other elements contributed to the overthrow 
of the man from Maine inthis canvass, but 
not one Was more potent or significant. 
HIS RECORD ON RECONSTRUCTION. 

Mr. Blaine was elected to the House for 
seven successive Congresses. From 1865 to 
1869 measures for reconstruction were most 
prominent in the records of legislation. Mr. 
Blaine took the ground that population, in- 
stead of voters, should be the basis of repre- 
sentation of the States which had seceded. 
The discussion resulted in a practical aban- 
donment of the theory that apportionment 
should be based on voters, and the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, as finaily adopted, in suv. 
stance embodied the original proposition of 
Mr. Blaine. ‘ 

Mr. Blaine visited Eu 
1867. While he was aw 
the national debt 
widely advocated. 
widespread, findin

first, if not the first man in Congress to 
publicly denounce the heresy. In this ses- 
sion, too, he defended the rights of 
American citigens abroad taking up the 
case of Costello, Warren, Burk and other 
Irish-Americans who had been arrested in 
En gland on the charge of having been impli- 
cated in treasonable plots and in Fenianism. 
Finally the release of Costello was effected. 
The discussion of the cases led to the treaty 
of 1878, by which England abandoned the doc- 
trine, one a subject, always a sibject,’’ 
and agreed to the American theory of equal 
rights of all eltizens whether native or for- 
elan born.

Mulligan testified 
under oath that Mr. Blaine called on him as 
soon as‘he reached the Capitol and begged 
him to save himself and his family from ruin, 
dut that he refused. Blaine then asked 0 
see the package of letters, promising to give 
them back forthwith. Mulligan handed him 
the package, which Blaine instantly threw 
into the fire, where the correspondence was 
burned. Mr. Blaine and his friends have al- 
ways denied this testimony. 

* A DRAMATIC MOMENT. 

On June Mr. Blaine rose in his place in the 
House to make another personal explana- 
tion. He denied the power of the House to 
compel the production of his private papers. 
expressed his willingness to go to any ex- 
tremity in defense of his rights and declared 
his intentionto reserve nothing. He then 
held up a package of letters, claimed to be 
the letters obtained from Mulligan, and ex- 
claimed: 


Thank God, Iam not ashamed to show 
them.

Josiah Caldwell, one of the originators of

it. The sensation created by this declara- 
tion was.profound. The country was greatly 
stirred Upand the excitement had not sub- 
sided when the Republican Convention con- 
vened at Cincinnati. 
THE CINCINNATI CONVENTION OF 1876. 

There had not been a doubtin the minds of 
prominent politicians in any party for a 
couple of years before the Republican Na- 
tional Convention of 1876 that Mr. Blaine 
would be a formidable candidate when that 
1 should meet. His name was oftenest on 
the lips of a majority of the masses of that 
— in the North. To be sure, Mr.Conkling 

ad the vote of New York,Mr. Morton carried 
the strength of Indiana, Gov. Rutherford B. 
Hayes controlled the delegation from Ohio, 
but Blaine’s followers shouted from every 
State, though, as in the case of 
those just pamed, from some of 
them he bad no delegates in the con- 
vention. Still the feeling for him was in 
these localities beyond a peradventure. The 
principal candidates whose names were pre- 
sented to this convention were James G. 
Blaine of Maine, Roscoe Conkling of New 
York, Oliver P. Morton of Indiana, Benjamin 
H. Bristow of Kentucky, and Rutherford B. 
Hayes of Obio. Hartranftof Pennsylvania, 
and Washburne of IIlinois, recetved compli - 
mentary votes. 

EVERYTHING AGAINST HIM. 

While the whole nation was in a fever of 
expectation on June 11. the Sunday preceding 
the meeting of the convention, just as he was 
entering the door of Dr. Rankin's church on 
Tenth street in Washington, Mr. Blaine was 

rostrated bya sunstroke. The church was 

alf a mile from his bouse, but though the 
day was intensely hot Mr. Blaine had walked 
the entire distance. As he was ascending the 
steps of the church with his wife he fell un- 
conscious. He was with difficulty removed 
to his home on Fifteenth street, where he re- 
mained the whole Gay in such a condition as 
to cause the utmost anxiety. The news was 
instantly telegraphed over the nation with 
results that may be readily understood. 

At Cincinnati the feeling was most intense. 
The news of the late evening, which de- 
scribed Mr, Blaine’s condition as improving, 
tended to allay the excitement, and on Mon- 
day telegrams from Mr. Biaine’s physician to 
Mr. Hale, at Cincinnati, were soreassuring as 
to enable the candidate’s friends to go on 
with work for him without further anxiety. 
After a few days Mr. Blame seemed to have 
entirely recovered, but it proved a useless 
fight. The friends of weaker candidates pat- 
urally got together in o sition to the 
strongest man in the race, r. Blaine’s vote 
rose from 296 on the first ballot to 351 on the 
last. It was of no ava, for the union ofthe 
scattered forces of his Opponents on Gov. 
Hayes gave him 3884 votes, securing his nomi- 
nation. ö 

‘*THE PLUMED KNIGHT.’’ 

The nomination was made on Friday, June 
16, being brought about on the seventh 
ballot. Ali the luck ran against Blaine dur- 
ing this convention. There was a sunstroke 
to begin with. Then a dozen minor incidents 
were annoying untilthe crowning mishap of 
Thursday, Junels. The nominating speech 
had been confided to Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, 
then of Illinois. The orator had a wide fame 
in the West, but was yet quite unknown to 
the country at large. He had not been long 
on his feet when, entraced by the magnetism 
ofthe man as well as carried away by the 
fiood of his marvellous eloquence, he actu- 
ally had the whole convention at hig feet. 
He kept the delegates with him to the close, 
when the pent-up enthusiasm broke 
forth. Such a scene had never 
tii then been witnessed in America. 
There has never been a question if the vote 
had been taken at this hour but that Mr. 
Blaine would have deen nominated. It was 
late in the evening, darkness was swiftly 
coming on. There was no gas in the ball so 
that it was not possible to hoid a night ses - 
sion and the convention had to adjourn until 
the following day. During the night the 
combinations were made which nominated 
Gov. Hayes. The effect of Col. Ingersoll’s 
eloquen “se was lost; Mr. Blaine was beaten, 
It was iu this famous speech of Ingersoll’s 
that Mr. Blaine was christened ‘‘The Plumed 
Knight, and he has ever since been known 
to his admirers by that sobriquet. 

LIKE A GREATH OF FRESH AIR IN THE SENATE. 

The Cincinnati Convention was scarcely 
over before Mr. Blaine was appointed toa 
seatinthe Uunited States Senate. Lot M. 
Morrill, one of the Senators from Maine, had 
been made Secretary of the Treasury and lett 
avacancy in the Maine delegation, which 
was promptity filled by the Governor’s ap- 
pointment. in the following January Binine 
was elected for the full term, ending March 
4, 1888.

A Queer Industry Which Has Grown Up 
in the Backwoods. 


Oxford County, Maine, turns out nearly all 
of the spools on which the thread of this 
country is wound, says the Philadelphia 
Press.

These strips are sent to thes es, 
where they are quickly workéd into spools by 
most ingenious labor-saving machinery, The 
strips of white birch are fed into one machine 
and they are not touched—in fact, are bardly 
seen again—until the spéols, all finisked for 
market except polishing, drop out by the 
bushel from another machine séveral rods 
away from where the strips started in. The 
spoola get their gloss by being rapidly re- 
volved in barrels by machinery, the ‘polish 
resulting from. the contact of the 
— — in the barrel. In the DdDackwoods 
villages of Oxford County one sees scarcely 
any other industry but spool — — 
everyone is in some way interested the 
business. The factories have been eating ta- 
to the Maine birch forests for years, Dut there 
seems to be enough left yet to feed them well 
for years to come. Hundreds and thousands 
of feét ot logs are cut and sawed into spool 
timber annually. n 

Shoe-peg factories are also an important 
branch of business once peculiar to Maine, 
although it has of tate been foliowed to some 
extent in other Eastern States, and is spread - 
ing to the hard wood forests of Northern 
Pennsylvania. Maple is used largely in the 
manufacture of shoe gs, although white 
birch is used at some factories. Shoe pegs 
are sold py the bushel, and are worth ali the 
way from 3 shillings to $1 a bushel, accord- 
ing to quality. More than $150,000 was re- 
ceived by Maine shoe-peg factories last year 
for goods. A curious and profitable business 
‘has grown up inthe Maine woods about the 
Ssawmilis in the utilizing of the iamense

Who would think, to look at a dig railway 
locomotive, that it could by any Poe 
be put together in less than one 2 London 
Enyineering described in detail the accom- 

lishment of such afeat. It Was done at the 

tratford Works of the Great Eastern Rall. 
The locomotive was a

the application of the final coat of varnish, 
the work occuppied less than ten hours! 

The fastest piece of work of this kind pro- 
viously on record was the erection in 1888, at 
the Altoona works of the Pennsylvania U- 
way Co,, of a freight locomotive of the four- 
coupled ty in sixteen hours and fifty 
minutes. It is said, however, that the two 
cases ars not properly comparable. For the 
Pennsylvania engine the frames had already 
been erected, with all their cross connections, 
the cylinders fixed, the motion parts set and 
the cross-head, weigh-bar and other parts 
put in piace. 

In the recent work at Stratford, on the 
other hand, absolutely not a stroke of the 
work of erection bad been begun. The vari- 
ous parts of the locomotive, as made to 
standard gauge and dimensions, were gath- 
ered together, but nota rivet was in piace, 
nor were any two pieces put togetuer. 

The start was made at 9 o’clock in the 
morniag, andeleven minutes afterward the 
first rivet was put into the frames. The 
cylinders were set and fixed in one hour and 
seventeen minutes. Four hours and seven- 
teen minuſes from the start the boller was in 
place, andan hour and twenty minutes later 
the engine was wheeled. 

The wheels were supplied just as they left 
the shops, and the eccentric sheaves had to 
be fixed, and the axle boxes, connecting- box 
and coupling rod brasses fitted by the 


erectors. 

Eight hours and twenty-two minutes from 
the start the valve setting was completed, 
and the painting of the engine was begun 
fifteen minutes later. In nine hours and 
forty-seven minutes from the start the en- 
— and tender were completed in every 
detalii, 

One hundred and thirty-seven men were 
employed, divided as follows: On the engine, 
eighty-five, of whom thirty-nine were fitters, 
two were smitns and forty-four were boiler- 
makers, rivet boys, etc. On the tender were 
employed fifty-two, namely, sixteen fitters, 
sixteen boller makers and twenty laborers, 

The work was done in seven hours of one 
day and two hours and forty-seven minutes 
of the following forenoon. The locomotive 
was put into regular work on the day it was 
completed, and has been running continu- 
ously since, 

The average time for building an engine 
and tender is eight days.

A PLEA ACCEPTED IN THE M’CAULEY. 


CASE ANGERS THREE. 


The Murderer Is Let off With a Sentence 
| of Two Years’ Imprisonment—Vail 
Held Responsible for Mrs. Miller’s 
Death—Petit Gets Ten Years for Ra pe— 
Rosenheim’s Sentence. 


A great deal of indignation was expressed 
at Police Headquarters this morning over the 
action of Circuit Attorney Clover in letting 
Tom McCauley off witha two-year sentence 
on a plea of guilty to manslaughter. Me- 
Cauley killed John Dolan at the Boston House 
at 409 North Levee on the i7th of May, last 
year, cutting his throat from ear to ear. He 
Was arrested and indicted for murder in 
the first degree and then took a change of 
venus. The case was transferred 
to Union, Franklin County, and 
after much delay was called for trial last 
Monday. Inthe meantime Circuit Attorney 
Clover had written to Chief of Police Harri- 
gan asking that he furnish the witnesses 
with transportation to Union and back and 
Aheir board and lodging while there, as they 
nad no means of thelrown. The Chief ob- 
tained railroad passes for the witnesses and 
detailed Officer McMahon of the Central 
Police District, to get them together and 
take them to Union and see that they were 
kept together until after the trial. The officer 
had quite a time of it, as tne witnesses were 
all roustabouts and didn’t like to be taken s0 
Sar from the Mississippi River without know- 
ing whether they would ever get back, but 
McMahon was equal tothe task. He got the 
men all aboard a Kansas City & Colorado 
train last Monday, and in the afternoon 
reached Union with them. McCauley’s case 
had already been called and continued to the 
following day ana attachments  is- 
gued for all the missing witnesses, 
including Officer McMahon. The officer 
now claims that the issuing of these attach- 
ments was entirely unnecessary, as the 
Circuit Attorney knew, or had reason to be- 
lieve, that he, the officer, was on his way 
there with all the witnesses necessary in the 
case. One of the witnesses was dead and two 
more, whose evidence was not material, had 
not been found, and it developed that at- 
tachments for these three—including the 
dead man—were also issued. According to 
Omcer McMahon’s report at police head- 
quarters this morning, the Circuit Attorney’s 
ardor in the prosecution of McCauley abated 
wonderfully as soon as the witnesses 
showed up and he was informed that their 
evidence was sufficient toconvict McCauley 
of murder inthe first degree. The prisoner 
wasaskedif he would plead guilty to man- 
slaughter and he jumped at the chance. The 
plea was accepted, and on Circuit Attorney 
Clover’s recommendation McCauley was sen- 
tenced to two years in the penitentiary yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Circuit Attorney Clover did not putip an 
a arance at the Four Courts this morning, 
but Mr. Bishop, who represents him in his 
absence, said some very bard things against 
the Police Department for the criticisms 
offered in the McCauley case. He did not 
know what reasons Mr. Clover had for accept- 
ing a plea of guilty to manslaughter, but was 
quite certain that they justified him in his 
action. ‘‘I guess he couldn’t get his wit- 
nesses there, said Mr. Bishop, and didn’t 
want to continue the case any more. Eve 
continuance means a considerable outlay on 
tuo part of the Circuit Attorney. I know that 
six months ago I had to foot some ofthe bills 
myself, At that time the evidence we bad 
against McCauley was pretty strong, and 
when his attorneys expressed a willingness 
to take five years on a plea of tant to man- 
sinughter, lrefuced to accept the terms and 
they had the case continued.“ 


Rosenheim Given Six Months. 


The jury in the case of fam Rosenheim, 
tried yesterday in the Criminal Court for 
clubbing Officer Gibbon on November last, 
returned a sealed verdict about 11 o’clock 
last night, which was read in court this 
morning. The jury found the defendant 
guilty and assessed his punishment at six 
months in jail. The jury came pretty near 


having a fight while locked up, one of the

jail us the prisoner’s punishment. Judge 
Anderson, Kosenheim’s counsel, cave notice 
ot an appeal, and the prisoner was then 
locked up, his old bondsman refusing to 
ou the new bond. Rosenheim was jointly 
indicted with Wm. and Michael 
Divine with committing an assault 
to do great bodily harm, but 
@ severance was granted and the Divine boys 
are still awaiting triai. The evidence in 
Hosenheim’s trial showed that the three 
young men assaulted Officer Gibbon one 
night last November on Manchester road and 
Channing avenue, and triea to rescue one of 
their friends who had been arrested for dis- 
turbing the ce. Gibbon was kicked by the 
Divines and beaten with his own club by 
Mosenheim. All four of the young men are 
said to belong to the push“! and Rosen- 
heim’s conviction will bea at blow to the 
tough element in the push. It has been 
Jud Nurmile’s custom to sentence to tiie 
Work -nouse prisoners whom juries desire 
sont to jail and it remains to be seen whether 
he break the rule in fe vor of Rosenheim or 
not.

ITALY’S S EXPOSITION.

THE WESTERN men REPRE- 
SENTED AT THE HOME OF COLUMBUS 


— 


Extensive Preparations Made to Properly 
Observe the Occasion—Spain'’s Trade 
With America Very Small—World’s 
Fair—Sir John Thompson, the Oana- 
Gian Government Seceder. 


Genoa, June 10.—In the celebration of the 
fourth centenary of the discovery of America 
by Colummus a grand Italo-American ex- 
hibition will be opened in this city on July 1 
dy the King and Queen, in the presence of 
the representatives from the States of North 
and South America accredited to the Quirinal, 
the principal officers of State and many civil 
and military dignitaries. The exhibition 
buildings, which are now far advanced 
towards completion, will be of handsome 
proportions and artistic design, erected on a 
splendid esplanade skirting the right bank of 
the River Bisagno, and covering an area of 
110,000 square mitres. The general character 
of the exhibition will be that of a collection 
of samples of ali the agricultural, industrial 
and artistic products of Italy and America, 
divided into two great sections, one Italian, 
the other American, 

A large number of visitors is expected from 
all parts of America. The Argentine Govern- 
ment has officially in¥ited the principal art- 
‘ists and manufacturers of the republic to 
send exhibits to the exhibition and will send 
a corvette to Genoa for the fetes attending 
the opening ceremony. All the other South 
American Governments have also expressed 
their willingness to promote the success of 
the exhibition. * 


FRENCH AFFAIRS. 


WORLD'S FAIR EXHIBITS DISCUSSED—MOVE- 
MENTS OF NOTABLES. 


Paris, June 10.—Mr. Jabez L. M. Curry, ex- 
Minister of the United States to Spain, has 
just left Paris for Constantinople, but will be 
back herein August. Speaking of Spain and 
the World's Fair, Mr, Curry said tothe Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent: The Spaniards 
are nota commercial people and from what 
I know of them I don’t think they will make 
any large exhibit at Chicago. Their trade 
with the United States was never very large 
and the McKinley tariff has reduced f to a 
minimum. 

The Rev. O. 8. Frothingham leaves for Aix 
and Switzerland soon. 1 have recently 
been thinking of writing a book com posed of 
short biographies of the various eminent 
men of all professions whom I have met, 
he said to-day. 

Col. Chatile-Long has reached Paris from 
Egypt, and is now engaged on a new book. 

Perry Belmont, who is here, refuses to talk 
politics, but says he will return home fn time 
to be present at the National Democratic Con- 
vention. 

M. Krantz, the French Commissioner Gen- 
eral of the Chicago Fair, will go to the United 
Statesin July. He speaks English quite well, 
and is determined that France shall be well 
represented atthe exhibition. He wili send 
in a fortnight two French architects to Chi- 
cago to examine the buildings and the French 
section, and to make a report. He has al- 
ready asked for thirty instead of ten thousand 
meters of space, which was the amount first 
demanded. This is exclusive of the space to 
be devoted to the fine arts. 

The Matin is making an inquiry among man- 
ufacturers and public men concerning 
whether Frenchmen should participate in the 
Chicago exhibition or not. The inquiry, which 
will au a supplement of the paper, will be 
ready ina few days, and will, it is said, be 
favorable on the whole. Mgr. Boulande is 
contemplating delivering lectures throughout 
France in favor of the World's Fair.

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A TART LETTER TO AMERICAN BISHOPS 
ON EPISCOPAL ELECTIONS. 


Archbishop Ireland’s Friends Jubilant— 
The Letter Claimed as the Outcome of 
His Anti-Cahensly Agitation at Rome 
—To-Day’s Session of the Augsburg 
Synod—Christian Endeavor. 


Excitement has been rife in American 
Catholic circles for some time past over the 
announcement that Cardifial Ledochowsky 
was preparing a circular letter to the Amer- 
can Bishops on the subject of Cahenslyism. 
The letter has arrived and is 
now in the hands every 
Bishop in the country. It is 
a well-known fact that Archbishop Ireland’s 
trip to Rome was undertaken as much to 
overcome the work of the Archangel 
Raphael Society in Rome as to defend his 
famous school policy. The Cardinal’s letter 
is looked upon as a death blow to the move- 
ment for appointing National Bishops, 
and the Archbishop’s supporters regard 
it as another feather in his cap. 
The letter is full of very interesting remarks 
on the election of bishops which, in view of 
the local situation over the coadjutorship, 
make very interesting reading.
